"Revelation" 

On January 6^*^, the church celebrates the Epiphany...the revelation of Christ to the 
world when the Magi worshipped the Christ Child. They had traveled many miles for 
many months following the star that led them to the Messiah whom God the Father 
had promised so long ago. In my traditionally Irish family, we also called January 6^^, 
Little Christmas, because it marked the end of our annual Christmas celebrations. 
But...there is nothing little about the revelation of our Savior to the world. Even now. 
He is with us! 

We also see the revelation of Jesus as the Son of God in our Gospel lesson today and 
we witness the manifestation of the triune God as Jesus is baptized in the Jordan 
River: "When all the people were being baptized, Jesus was baptized too. And as He 
was praying, heaven was opened and the Holy Spirit descended on Him in bodily form 
like a dove. And a voice came from heaven: You are my Son, whom I love; with you I 
am well pleased. " - Luke 3:21-22 

John baptized with water but Jesus commands us to make disciples of all "baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Spirit." It is through our baptism that 
the Holy Spirit comes to live in us and we have spiritual life. Through the power of the 
Holy Spirit we know Jesus as our Lord and Savior and through Jesus, we are redeemed 
and washed clean before the Father. Salvation is revealed to us! 

Praise God that through baptism, God's word through the prophet, Isaiah, is fulfilled 
through Jesus: "Fear not, for I have redeemed you; I have summoned you by name; 
YOU ARE MINE. " - Isaiah 43: 1 b

gift we have received in the revelation, assurance and redemption that we have 
through the Father, Son and Holy Spirit!
